Thrilling Experience of Six Men Working 


in a Caisson on the Snsquehanna. 


HAVRE r>E GHACE, Md., Oct 2,—The 


outer shell or coffer-dam of caisson No. 9, 
which fs being sunk as a foundation for one 
of the piers of the proposed new bridge ol 
the.Baltuuurc £ Ohio Kallroad - Company, 
across 
the

this point, gave way at seven 
o'clock 


yesterday morning, flooding the crib and 
air lock shaft and tilling the working 
chamber rapidly. 
Most 
of tlie 
men 


got out safely before the accident occurred, 
but. Patrick Kelly and rive of his men—Ma- 
guire, Shorddel, Dillon, Welsh and Conor— 
were imprisoned In the submarine chamber. 
The caisson is larger than any.of the others 
sunk for the bridge. It is sixty feet long 
and forty feet in width, and at tlie time 
of the accident was sixty feet below,the 
surface 
of 
tlie water. 
The entrance

through a periiendieular iron pipe, which

At 
the time of the accident the UK-;-, were work- 
Ing tu the chamber under a pLf.s:a:n: of 280 
pounds of air, and when 'if-, te.'ks were 
flooded the only entranoo ur ?:;if was cut 
oil. The air apparatus, how.v.r, continued 
*o work, which wsts the only s-.ilvatipn, 
and they remained 
in

condition 


until rescued by tlie ingenious Superintend- 
ent, John O'Brien, who conceived an idea 
about eleven o'clock and Quickly put It into 
practice. The outer lock was five feet 
under water, and the next lock below, 
which was fifteen i'eet deep, was full of 
water. 'Mr. O'Brien made a false lock of 
boards and caulked it tightly wfth oaknm 
and cement; then bailed out the water, de- 
scended and raised the flooded lock, balled 
that out, and, in company with John Burns, 
descended themselves through their rudely 
constructed pipe and rescued the six men 
who hiul for hours been In such a perilous 
situation. 
The rescued men were pale, 


haggard and muddy, but, with the excep- 
tion of one, whose head was cut by a falling 
spike, were uninjured. This act of Messrs. 
O'Brien and Burns was. loudly applauded, 
and. it required greatnerve to carry it out.
